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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of the Claims 

Claims 1,19, and 21 have been amended and Claim 18 has been canceled in 
Applicant's reply filed 2/3/2009. No new matter has been added. 
Claims 1-17 and 19-38 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, Page 11, Line 30 to Page 12, Line 20 , 
filed 2/3/2009, with respect to Claims 1-17 and 19-38 have been fully considered and 
are persuasive. The rejections of Claims 1-17 and 19-38 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-17 and 19-38 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art is Mauldin et al(US Patent 5,863,856) which teaches a 
method of producing a catalyst, the method comprising the steps: 

(1) co-deposition of a catalytically active metal with a multi-functional 
carboxylic acid on to a support (see col 2, lines 6-29). 

(2) where the carboxylic acid can be a nitrogen-containing compound 
including amino acid (see col 2, lines 30-47). 

(3) the multi-functional carboxylic acid is decomposed by calcination (see 
col 3, lines 1-4). 
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(4) treatment of the calcined catalyst with a reducing agent (see col 3, 
lines 4-7) 

The closest prior art does not specifically teach a process for manufacturing a 
catalyst comprising: partially decomposing the organic metal complex on the support to 
the extant that the partially decomposed produce (I) retains between 10 and 95% by 
weight of the dry weight attributed to the organic metal complex prior to partial 
decomposition, and (II) exhibits one or more infra-red absorption bands between 2100- 
2200 cm" 1 that are not present in the organic metal complex before partial 
decomposition. The prior art does not provide the suggestion to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time of the invention to modify Mauldin in this way. 

Furthermore, Applicant presents evidence of unexpected results obtained from 
partial decomposition over complete decomposition in Examples 7 & 8. Example 7 
demonstrates the catalyst produced by partial decomposition and Example 8 
demonstrates the catalyst produced by complete decomposition. It is observed in Table 
1 that the %dispersion of the catalyst produced by partial decomposition is 63.1 to 
66.4% compared to 6.66 to 16.18% dispersion of the product of complete 
decomposition.
